(Saint Petersburg) A spokesman for the Imperial Army confirmed 
today that a "pre-emptive strike" had been ordered into the Tur- 
kish province of Armenia. The move was in response to hostile 
Turkish actions in the Black Sea and to the recent mobilization of 
Turkish reserves. Said the spokesman: "The Black Sea Incident 
put the Turks on record as oath-breakers unworthy of Russian 
friendship. Thus we must protect our borders from invasion by 
the infidel.'" 

In a related story, elements of the Imperial Marines ( the 
dreaded IM Force), currently stationed in Rumania, were said to be 
moving in support of an Austrian attack on Turkish-held Bulgaria. 
The spokesman refused to comment on joint Austro -Russian mili- 
tary arrangements, nor would he speculate on the implications of 
the move on future relations with the Dual Monarchy.
